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The Governor's Message 


One does not have to agree with all 
his convictions to realize, and take pride 
in, the fact that Georgia’s young Governor 
acquitted himself well in his initial offi- 
cial appearance before the State Legisla- 
ture on yesterday. 

Herman Talmadge’s State of the State 
message was a well-prepared document, 
temperate enough to confound his critics 
and please all but the most rabid of his 
followers. | 

Harmony was its keynote; progress 
through peace its stated goal. More than 
once he called for an end to political fac- 
tionalism, reminding the Legislators that 
they are “representatives of the people as 
a whole and not any particular group or 
faction.” The temper of the piece was 
commendable, without rancor or recrimi- 
nation, and the insight into Georgia prob- 
lems revealed was reassuring. 


Herman Talmadge is indisputably cor- 
rect in his asseftion that the future of our 
State is tied inseparably with two great 
factors: 

1. The intelligent development and the 
conscientious conservation of our agricul- 
tural resources, and 

2. Industrial expansion to process our 
raw materials at home and provide im- 
proved job opportunities for our people. 

Once we surmount the obstacle of these 
two major problems, our other handicaps 
and irritants will solve themselves. The 
Governor was well advised to cite them 
first and devote a considerable portion 
of his time to them before getting down 
to specific recommendations in the field 
of State Government. 

As to these latter, his indorsement of 
the Georgia Education Association’s Mini- 
mum Foundation Program was expected, 
as was his reiteration that any additional 
taxes needed to finance it’ must be sub- 


mitted to a vote of the people. Likewise 
was his urging of a constitutional high- 
way board no surprise, although many, 
recalling the State’s experience with its 
previous three-man Highway Board, will 
question the wisdom of limiting so strictly 
the membership. 

In this connection, it is unfortunate 
that a great many -persons have lost their 
enthusiasm for constitutional boards with- 
in the week. Incidentally, the Governor 
at least had the grace, after rendering the 
political coup d’etat to the constitutional 
Board of Corrections on Monday, not to 
mention the prison system in his message 
of Tuesday. 

But he is commendably correct when 
he requests such long-needed reforms as 
the Legislature reassuming the responsi- 
bility of passing an appropriation bill, the 
appropriation of funds to build hospitals 
under the Hill-Burton Act, a more equi- 
table distribution of welfare funds and 
adequate insurance coverage for State 
patrolmen. 

His call for stricter voter qualification 
laws will also find general favor, although 
many are apprehensive lest, in allowing 
too much to the discretion of registrars, 
the way be opened to petty political re- 
prisals. At any rate, we at least applaud 
his announced refusal to engage in “sub- 
terfuge” legislation to disfranchise Ne- 
groes. And, finally, we doubt the major« 
ity of Georgians could ever be persauded 
to ratify a constitutional amendment ex- 
tending the county unit system even were 
they convinced that Gov. Talmadge’s spon- 
sorship of such a measure stemmed from 
public rather than personal interest. 

On the whole, it was a creditable mes- 
sage and we congratulate the Governor 
upon it, all the while reminding him that 
invariably a man’s actions overshadow his 
words. 


What's Wrong With Georgia Products? 


A local restaurant operator stopped by 
to see us. 


“I read your editorials about using 
Georgia products,” he began. “The other 
day, just for fun, I analyzed my menu to 
see what percentage of the food I was 
serving came from this State. I was 
shocked at what I found.” 

He handed us a menu, by each item 

_on which he had noted its origin. Of the 
60-odd dishes listed, the components of 
only three came from this State: sweet 
potatoes, frying-size chickens and pecans 
for pie. 

“I try to buy Georgia products when- 
ever possible,” he said. “You note that I 
get my hens and eggs from Missouri and 
turkeys from Tennessee. That’s because 
Georgia can’t supply the demand.” 

His seafood came from Louisiana; his 


steaks and roast beef from Kansas City; > 


his ham from Virginia; even his sausage 
was from Tennessee. 
He gets squash from Florida; potatoes 


from California; string beans from Wash- 
ington. There was a pickled peach on his 
salad plate. It was packed in California. 

“I’ve tried buying Georgia canned 
goods,” he explained. “But most of them 
are inferior. My customers complain when 
I serve Georgia beans, for instance, be- 
cause they are so stringy. I don’t know 
why Georgians can’t get the strings off 
just as well as they do in the West... 
but they don’t.” 

Georgia produces vast quantities of 

foodstuff, but only a small portion of it 
is of sufficient quality to be processed 
for the most profitable human consump- 
tion. Too frequently it is poorly handled 
and packed and reaches grocery shelves 
as culls or seconds. 
A lot of Georgians would welcome an 
opportunity, just as our restaurateur 
friend, to buy and feature Georgia prod- 
ucts on their tables and menus. But we’ve 
got to get the quality up to the point 
that they can be bought with assurance 
and served with pride.

Did You Know 
This About Georgia? 


Ralph McGill is on vacation. During his

It is unlikely that political competition in this State or nation 
ever will rival that of 1868 when Benjamin H. Hill led a spectacu- 
lar campaign to restore native rule in Georgia. 


The State was under Federal troops. Rufus Bullock had just 
been Inaugurated as Governor. The Carpetbagger-Scalawag Con- 
stitution of 1868 had gone into effect. At Macon the previous 
year Hill had brought about a reorganization of the Democratic 
Party. A great change occurred between July and November of 
1868. The spark that rekindled brightly the flame of democracy 
in Georgia was the “‘Bush Arbor” rally in Atlanta on July 23 at 
which Robert Toombs, Howell Cobb and Ben Hill stirred a crowd 
of more than 20,000. 


Hill, despite a malarial illness, had journeyed from Indian 
Springs to make the master speech of the occasion. It and his 
Davis Hall speech of ’67 stamped him as one of the great orators 
and patriots of all time. Toombs grasped him in hearty congratu- 
lations, while Henry Grady, then a college youth, admired the ap- 
peal of his statesman friend with enthusiasm. Hill’s “Notes on the 
Situation,” written against the Reconstruction measures, had also 
added to-his fame. 


In re “Bush Arbor,” someone told Hill’s son:

Redemption “One hour after that speech of Ben Hill, I 


knew that the redemption of Georgia was accomplished. All the. 


bayonets in the United States could not have awed, nor all] the 
wealth of the Government debauched a people who had listened 
to that speech.” Hill’s words on that day combined brilliantly 
Scathing invective and impassioned eloquence. Said Hill: “But I 
warn you, the same Government cannot administer force at the 
South and freedom at the North.” He restated a philosophy of 
Lincoln: “The time has come when emphatically the country must 
be all free or all slave.” 


He attacked the Fourteenth Amendment to the U. S. Consti- 
tution as a “disfranchisement of the intelligent, virtuous and edu- 
cated,” said it meant submission by Georgia to government by ig- 
norance and fraud and to “Union of unequal States in order to 
get readmission to the Union.” With words of confidence in the 
future, Hill exclaimed: “I tell you that the day is coming when 
the judges shall be in the prisoners’ box, and the persecutors shall 
be clamoring for mercy . . . When liberty shall return: when the 
law shall be again respected, and good men shall again be our 
rulers, we must gather all the journals, ard constitutions, and en- 
actments, and records of every character of the conventions and 
assemblies, thus forced upon us by force, and fraud, and usurpation; 
and, catching fire from heaven, burn them up forever! ... And 
right here, my countrymen, I want you to understand that I am 
a candidate but for one office on earth ... let the office be mine 
to kindle the flames.” Incidentally, Hill held office later in both 


House and Senate of the U. S. Congress. 

Tickets The Democratic ticket of that year was headed by 
Horatio Seymour for President; the Republican by 

Gen. U. S. Grant. When Hill spoke in New York City, he pointed 

out that the Georgia Legislature had granted civil rights to Negroes 


before Congress passed the Reconstruction Civil Rights Bill. In 
Georgia the Seymour electors included such statesmen as John B. 


Gordon, Augustus O. Bacon and Raphael J. Moses, triumphed about : 


two to one. Grant became President, but Georgia had become the 
first former State of the Confederacy to thwart Carpetbagger- 
Scalawag-Radical rule effectively. 

Joel Chandler Harris has left us a vivid summary of Hill's 
fight: ‘‘His voice rang like a trumpet through the State, yet murky 
with the smoke of battle. As he called on Georgians to rally 
once more and defend with the ballot the liberties they had lost by 
the sword, he stirred the hearts of the people and aroused them 
to a sense of their duty. And then he went on the hustings and 
made a campaign through the State. It is a campaign which must 
remain without a parallel in the history of the State. The cir- 
cumstances under which it was made can never be repeated. And

Union When Reconstruction became an accomplished fact, Hill 

acquiesced finally, saying: “It will be easier to reconcile 
the South to the Union than to reconcile the North to the Consti- 
tution. . . . The present proposition became the law of my coun- 
try, and I shall, as a good citizen, support it, and with equal cheer- 
fulness, whether I voted for it or against it. ...” Throughout his 
career, Hill strove for a Constitution Union above all else. His- 
torian Claude Bowers calls him the “Tribune of the South.” Jef- 
*ferson Davis referred to him as “Hill, the faithful.” The orator 
died in 1882 from cancer of the tongue. His statue is now in the 
lobby of the State Capitol.

A Change of Political Climate 


WASHINGTON—It looks as if military-banker influence on our foreign pol- 


icy finally is to be toned down—and high time. 


That inference, at least, may 


be drawn from last weekend’s shift in the two top spots in our State Department, 
though President Truman was careful to say there will be no change in our for- 


Dean Acheson and 
Lovett, banker, as Undersecretary. 

The new top officials, who will take office 
Jan 20, are both lawyers. Mr. Acheson steps 
back, after a year and a half absence, to head a 
department in which he has had long experience 
both as Assistant Secretary and Undersecretary. 
He was the real architect of the Marshall Plan. 


This shift may become potentially more 
important as a change of climate if, as seems 
likely, it presages the eventual retirement 
also, though it is not expected right away, 
ef Secretary of Defense James Forrestal, a 
career investment banker, who lIeft the 
presidency of Dillon, Read & Company in 
1940 to come here as Assistant Secretary of 
Navy. Mr. Lovett, who served during the 
war as Assistant Secretary of War for Air, 
came to Washington about the same time 
from New York, where he was a partner in 
Brown, Brothers, Harriman & Company. 


To say that the change in the State Depart- 
ment top post seems a healthy circumstance is 
all from the great soldier 

and citizen and his services to the nation as 
military leader and statesman. But Marshall 
was, after all, a military man. As such he was 
a symbol, at the head of the department charged 
with direction of foreign policy, of the military 


which had become all too pervasive in formula-. 


tion of our foreign policy. 

It ramified in several directions—into diplo- 
macy, where military men were given important 
assignments, as well as in the Department of 
National Defense itself. 

The strong influence of the military on for- 
eign policy, which is obvious to any close ob- 
server of affairs here, was noted recently in 
the report from the Hoover Commission Com- 
mittee which studied the Department of Defense 


eign policy when he announced the replacement of Secretary George Marshall by 
appointment of James E. Webb, Director of the Budget, to succeed Robert A. 


and the related Security Organization. In em- 
phasizing that the Secretary of Defense is unable 
to “keep the whole process in order’ because 
of lack of authority and too loose and diffused a 
set-up, the report said: 

“In the result, instead of policy determining 
strategy, and strategy in turn determining its 
military implementation in terms of the size and 
nature of the military establishment, the ten- 
dency is in the reverse direction. To far too 
great an extent, the unilateral aims and policies 
of the military services are combining to make 
the strategy they are supposed to serve, and 
the strategy is tending to make national policy. 
The committee has noted instances of officers of 
relatively low rank adopting, in thé course of 
their staff. planning, assumptions in regard to 
matters of the highest policy—matters which 


' should be decided by no less than the President 


acting on the advice of the National Security 
Council.” 


While the committee was speaking of a 
fault in organization, its comment shows 
how the military will move into situations 
to impose their influence on policy that is 
not, in the first instance, their concern at all. 


As to why banker participation is not healthy 
in direction of foreign policy, it will suffice to 
point to the influence and relation of interna- 
tional finance in foreign affairs, which it has 
been the Administration’s professed aim to curb, 
particularly in respect to the cartels in Ger- 
many and Japan, with some of which powerful 
American financial institutions formerly had 
connections. The Defense Department shares 
responsibility jointly with the State Department 
in occupation policy and, if anything, has been 
the dominant. partner.

WASHINGTON—Everything’s inflated these days, including the budget. The blamed thing weighs 


six and a half pounds flat. 


It contains 1,428 pages and all I can say is that it’ll be no easy job 


for our Government to spend $41,900,000,000 in the next year. Getting rid of that kind of dough 
is work. It’s also difficult to comprehend, but I may be able to give you some idea of the task 
ahead for the spenders by plucking out a few of the places where our dollars will go in fiscal 


- 1940. Let’s first consider the billions, themselves, 


These have got to be printed on special paper 
impregnated with threads of red and blue silk. 
The Treasury figures this paper will cost $1,- 
461,250. For printing pretty pictures on same 
with green ink the bill will be an even $17,- 
000,000. 

The longer I pored over the budget’s fine 
print the sorer got my eyes and the more wor- 
ried I became about the transportation of things. 
Every agency in the Government has an item: 
transportation of things. Moving things around 
in the Navy will cost $75,000,000. The bill for 
moving things at the White House will be $48. 
The U. S. Senate intends to spend $3,000 for 
packing boxes in which to haul its things. The 
mysterious things in all cases are unspecified. 


Secretary of Interior Cap Krug intends 
te spend $250,000 putting out fires (which 
have not yet begun to blaze) in inactive 
coal mines. .The Postmaster General figures 
he'll have to hand out $55,000 in rewards 
for the capture of Post Office robbers. The 
Governor of Alaska says he’s got to have 
$64,500 to fix up his house and $1,800 to 
buy a new sedan. 


The pipe organ at West Point is out of tune 
and the cost of patching that is included in the 
$6,280,000 for running the Military Academy. 
The Navy wants $2,000 for dusting and polishing 
its collection of ship models at Annapolis and 
$416,000 for laundering the shirts of its cadets. 


For maintaining order among the Indians the 
bill will be $164,500; for educating Indians, $12,- 


200,000; conserving Indians’ health, $7,731,000; 
catering to Indians’ welfare, $604,000, and de- 
veloping Indians’ art, $37,000. 

We will spend $2,005,500 propagating fish; 
$1,316,000 investigating fish, and $10,000 keeping 
fish statistics. For protecting seals we must kick 
in $481,300 and for investigating seals, $37,400. 
For controlling wild animals, from lions to mice, 
the fee will be $1,080,000. 


The rum business is so bad that the Vir- 
gin Islands Company, a Federal corpora- 
tion, expects to lose $247,100. Recently it 
went into the bay rum trade, however, and 
has hopes. It’s also raising tomatoes for 
the Winter trade in New York. 


Of the $740,000,000 for the Atomic Energy 
Commission, $8,000 will go for newspapers. In- 
specting locomotives will cost $667,000 and meat, 
$12,577,000. 

Nut investigations (this phrase is the budg- 
et’s) will cost us $289,540; I gather these will 
concern pecans, filberts, and possibly almonds. 
Controlling pink bollworms, golden nematodes, 
sweet potato weevils and phony peaches will 
nick the taxpayers $3,219,000 and probably will 
be cheap at the price. 3 

The Department of Agriculture has 3,900 
automobiles, but it wants 760 new ones at a 
cost of $1,064,400. And if you want your own 
copy of the budget, either for study or as a door- 
stop, the cost of that is inflated, too. Last year it 
was $5, but it only weighed 6% pounds. This 
year it’s a quarter of a pound heavier and $1 
costlier.

Acheson, Another Voice for Frankfurter 


President Truman’s selection of Dean Acheson, one of the happy hot dogs of the Harvard law 
@abal, for Secretary of State, begins to explain his tenacious opposition to the revelations of Com- 
munist treachery in the State Department as related by Whittaker Chambers, Elizabeth Bentley and 
. ethers. Acheson was Felix Frankfurter’s lawyer before the Senate Judiciary Committee when Frank- 
' furter was up for confirmation as Justice of the Supreme Court. 


Acheson and Frankfurter were sponsors of 
Alger Hiss and Acheson is now a law partner 
of Donald Hiss. Frankfurter was the only nomi- 
nee in the history of the Supreme Court who 
- required a mouthpiece. The opposition to Frank- 
- furter’s appointment followed the lines which 
since have been clearly developed in the dis- 
closure of an invisible government of Frankfur- 
ter men. But it could not then go as far as it 
might if the hearings were held today. It has 
_ @ince been revealed by Harold Ickes that Frank- 
_ furter told him he picked Henry L. Stimson to 

be Secretary of War and that Frankfurter was 
the chief sponsor of Alger Hiss both for his 
’ @arlier jobs in the cells of the New Deal and 

for his later position of power in the State De- 
~ partment. In that position Hiss eventually sat 
with Roosevelt and Stalin at Yalta when Roose-

On the subject of Acheson’s attitude to- 
ward the Kremlin in an inquiry into charges 
of treachery against the United States by 
Russian agents, Berle said: “I felt (in the 
Fall of 1944) that the Russians were not 
going te be sympathetic and co-operative. 
Intelligence reports in Pn ah indicated 
a very aggressive policy not in Ime with the 
co-operation everyone was hoping)\for. The 
opposite group in the State ee was 
largely the men—Mr. Acheson’s group, of 
course, with Mr. Hiss as his principal as- 
sistant. Mr. Hiss did take what we would 
call the pro-Russian point of view.” 


Truman’s adoption of a Mufiich policy to- 
ward Russia in the face of the disclosures of 
treachery is further indicated by the withdrawal 
of Gen. Smith from the Moscow Embassy. Smith 
was one of the Roosevelt-Pearl Harbor political 
Army officers. He did not vindicate himself in 
the kangaroo courts which lynched Gen. Short, 
a fellow Army officer, and Adm. Kimmel. Far 
from it. However, he served Roosevelt’s inter- 
ests well in the Pearl Harbor episode and was 
promoted from lieutenant colonel to lieutenant 
general in a short time. In Russia, in accordance 
with Truman’s “get tough” policy, he stood up 
to Stalin. The change of mood is indicated by 
the fact that he is now withdrawn. It will be 
further shown by the appointment soon of Chief 
Justice Vinson of the United States as Ambas- 
sador to the Kremlin. 

There is more guidance in the new party 
line of the Communists published as a pamphlet 
entitled “The Miracle of Nov. 2,” the American 
election day, distributed by Earl Browder, the 
former chief of the Communist Party. Browder 
was canned after the war for the same reason 
that Gen. Smith is now being withdrawn from 
Russia. The Russian policy changed. Russia 
followed a friendly policy here while she was in 
need. When the need vanished, Browder was 
fired and William Z. Foster succeeded him. Con- 


trary to Communist custom, Browder was not , 


destroyed. He was merely abused, shelved and 
left available for future duties. His pamphlet 
now attacks Foster’as a bungler who has been 
responsible for the repudiation of several] noto- 
rious Communist bosses by the CIO. 

The return of Browder to power in the Amer- 
ican Party is expected soon. Truman apparently 
knew of these changes when he saluted Stalin 
as “Good Old Joe” and when he made his speech 
at Kansas City, appealing to unidentified Moscow 
politicians to take an attitude of kind co-opera- 
tion with the United States.

Now the theory of the institute is very sound. 
It says, in effect, that there is more chance of 
Christianizing the family than of any other 
group. Jesus, they point out, spoke as though 
there was something “given” in the family... 
as though fathers have a clue to an understand- 
ing of the fatherly love of God, and as though 
children’s natural] love and trust, if it could be 
carried on from their parents: to God, would 
make them true citizens of His Kingdom. 

With no intention of intruding on deep theol- 
ogy, this seems exceedingly reasonable. 

Apparently it has to a great number of other 
people, because some churches, primarily the 
Presbyterian Church in the U. S. A., expressed 
here in the Covenant Presbyterian Church, has 
appropriated quite a sum of money to working out 
a program of keeping the family together in 
their religious experiences and learning. It is 
said that other churches have borrowed this pro- 
gram in its entirety, or in part, for use in their 
own denominations. 

As one scholarly man in Atlanta has remark- 
ed: “It is not the length of spiritual experiences 
that counts ... but their depth.” 

Every parent, and perhaps every child over 
six, intuitively knows the best way to quicken 
a direction is within any given family 
circle.
